Some of the results of the Aberdeen 
university bird migration 
are 
con­ 
tained in a report just published. The 
object of the work is to obtain specific 
and accurate records of bird flights. 
The method employed is to mark new 
ly hatched or young chicks in the nest 
in the hope of tracing their subse 
quent movements. 
The longest flight recorded thus far 
in the inquiry was that of a song 
thrush. It was marked when a chick 
in a nest at Skene, Aberdeenshire, in 
early June, 1910. In early November 
of the same year It was 
shot near 
Letria, Portugal, 1,250 miles by direct 
overseas route from 
its 
birthplace. 
How far It had traveled In 
the 
six 
months of its life could only be 
guessed at, but the investigators esf- 
mated that 1,500 miles would be well 
within the possibilities. 
Five lapwings were marked in their 
nest in the northeast of Scotland. Four 
were shot In Ireland, in four different 
counties, and the fifth was found in 
southern Portugal. A guillemot was 
marked as a newly hatched chick on 
the Aberdeenshire cliffs. It was shot 
eighteen weeks later, north of Go then. 
burg, Sweden. A widgeon duckling 
marked In the nest on Lock Brora, 
Scotland, was taken In a duck decoy in 
Province Gronigen, northeastern Hol­ 
land, three months later. 
The investigation possibly will add 
little to the knowledge of ornitholo­ 
gists, but It will present a great collec­ 
tion of authentic records showing how 
quickly the fledgling tests his young 
strength in oversees flights.

below their summit. 
Although the river throughout most 
of its course is wild with rapids and 
falls, there is a long stretch in the vi 
rinity of the ferry bouse where it runr 
smoothly, and the curren is not toe 
strong. It is for the purpose of taking 
workers and supplies up and down 
stream In the gold operations and for 
carrying coal from a deposit that has 
been found in the Marble canyon that 
the vessel is being built 
She will 
have a speed, of ten miles an hour, 
enough to overcome the current, and 
will enable the gold hunters tot fetch 
places now inaccessible. 
The boat will be built as any other, 
and after she is completed she wilt be 
taken apart, put on ,a train, and taken 
to Flagstaff, Ariz. 
From this point 
she must be taken over a sandy waste 
for 200 miles by wagon. 
At 
Lees 
Ferry a crew of men from the ship­ 
yards will put her together again and 
launch her. The operation will be cost­ 
ly, but the miners^ ezpect to pay for 
the steamboat soon with the wider op­ 
erations and make her a fine invest­ 
ment. 
Persons who have been at the ferry 
will await with interest the attitude 
the Navajo Indians will take when 
they first behold thh monster of the 
water as they cross the river for their 
trading with the Pluton. Nothing the 
whites have brought to their’ attention 
bo far has shaken their style calm, 
but this revelation may do so.

TREES 
OF 
BRAZIE 


Pods Contain a Long and Strong Fiber 
Good 
for 
Blankets 
and 
Cotton Twin#. 


There are indigenous to Brazil and 
growing wild in certain regions two 
well-known species of trees which are 
Of Interest to the commercial world 
because of their possibilities as pro­ 
ducers of cotton Aper. To those who 
know the cotton-growing industry ss 
It exists in the United States and in 
other countries, the idea of Colton be­ 
ing produced from trees presents a 
decided novelty. 
Not the least re­ 
markable fact about these trees is 
their occurrence in precisely 
those 
regions where it has seemed to be im­ 
possible or st least difficult to grow 
ordinary cotton. No other country In 
the world possesses so large an area 
of land which may be utilized for the 
growing of cotton as does Brazil, and 
that in other areas it is possible to 
cultivate trees for the production of 
cotton fibers most appeal to the tex­ 
tile-producing world as indicating that 
Brazil must be reckoned with as a 
future source of large quantities of 
the world’s cotton supply. 
One of these trees is called “Bar* 
raguda,” 
from 
Its 
being 
barrel­ 
shaped, after the 
peculiar, 
swelled 
trunk which is its characteristic. The 
tree grows twenty-five to thirty-five 
feet in height, tapering from the great 
bulge In the trunk to a very slender 
one, from which branches form about 
twelve feet above the ground. 
The 
trunk is entirely covered with hard 
and sharp thorns. The pods in which 
the cotton grows are five to eight 
Inches long and two to four inches in 
diameter. 
The fiber 1b 
coarse 
and 
white and adheres 
closely 
to 
the 
seeds, which are somewhat smaller 
than peas. It Is a long and a strong 
fiber, and while too coarse for use 
in textiles of any degree of fineness, 
It would lend itself admirably to the 
fabrication of blankets, cotton twine, 
and a large variety of other 
mate­ 
rials. 
The habitat of tills tree is in cen­ 
tral and southern Babis, and it grows 
to a lesser extent in the State 
of 
Pernambuco.—Consular Reports.

000 in property was turned over to 
save his brother.

Marcell 
would 
tell how' later, after working in real 
estate offices in Las Angeles, he ob­ 
tained a position as bookkeeper in 
the Day and Night 
bank 
of 
Los 
Angeles; how he secured a loan from 
Chicago financiers and 
then, 
when 
the loan seemed to be in danger, r£ 
turned the borrowed securities to the*ll 
Chicago people and deposited bis own 
loan in the bank.
